ELECTRIC SHOCK 
Scream for help while bouncing 
around inside your set — until 
someone hears you and comes to 
turn off the current. Next time 
(if there is a next time), you 
will probably remember to shut 
off the current before removing 
the back of the set (unless, of 
course, you're either a slow 
learner, a complete idiot, or 
you really like electric shocks). 


HOW TO TREAT FOR 
EXPLOSIONS AND IMPLOSIONS 


The only difference between the 
two is that one blows outward, 
and the other blows inward. In 
either case, when this happens, 
every square inch of your body 
will contain approximately one 
million tiny slivers of glass, 
metal, and plastic.
